PROVISIONAL ORDERS IN COUNCIL. 


48 and 49 Victoria, cap. 78. 


In the matter of the Scheme for the Diocesan Schools and Banagher 
Royal School Endowments, and the Order of thejLords Justices 
in Council, dated the 22nd day of June, 1894, provisionally 
approving of same. 


To His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of 
Ireland. 

The Humble Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Cm of 
Limerick praying that the said Scheme, dated the 22nd day of February, 
1893, may be laid before Parliament, as provided by the 24th Section of 
the above cited Act : 

Sheweth — 

1. That in the year 1837 the site of the School in question was purchased, 
and the buildings thereon were erected at a cost of XI ,672 15s. id., of which 
the sum of £1,640 was presented by the Grand Juries of the County and 
County of the City of Limerick under an Act of Elizabeth for the establish- 
ment of Protestant Diocesan Schools in Ireland. 

2. That the levying of such a rate for the purpose of establishing a Diocesan 
School was a great hardship on an almost exclusively Catholic population. 

3. That after the disestablishment of the Protestant Church the School 
failed, but remained actually in the possession of the last Master, the Rev. 
Mr. Hall, and after his death in that of his widow, while the title to the 
premises was vested without any doubt in the Commissioners of Education, 
without however power to sell or let them. 

4. That the Rev. Canon Gregg, in the year 1874, on the suggestion of Mr. 
Kyle, the Secretary of the Commissioners of Education, who thought that if 
Canon Gregg were once in possession he could defeat the Commissioners, 
paid a sum of £20 to Mrs. Hall for “ the key,” and got into possession and 
remained so, dealing with the premises as if they were his own property, until 
the year 1879, without paying any rent whatsoever. 

5. That since the year 1879 he has been a tenant to the Commissioners of 
Education at a rent of £20, which sum is given back to him yearly for 
repairs. 
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6. That he has thus held practically for nothing, during twenty years, 
premises which he swore were worth £30 a year as he got them, or £G0 after 
the repairs which he has made in them before 1879. 

7 . That Canon Gregg is the Protestant Rector of the Parish in which these 
Schools are situated, that the entire Protestant population of said Parish is less 
than three hundred, and that these Schools, which contained up to one hundred 
children, are not used merely as local Schools, but that poor children are 
gathered into them from every part of Ireland, a condition of admission being 
that the children shall be reared in the Protestant religion ; that this School 
has been, and is regarded by the Catholics of this City as a Proselytising 
Institution, and that Mr. Gregg has admitted at various inquiries that 
numbers of the children educated in them before and up to their admission 
had been Catholics. 

8. That the Educational Endowments Commissioners having all the 
evidence of these facts before them in their Scheme, drafted in 1890, refused 
to allow Mr. Gregg the right of preemption. 

9. That the case came on appeal before the Privy Council on the 17th 
August, 1892, a date which fell within the long vacation, with the result that 
this case, involving keenly contested religious interests, was decided by a 
Council consisting of eight Protestants and two Catholics, and that the 
decision of the Educational Endowments Commission was reversed, and the 
right of preemption given to the Rev. Canon Gregg. 

10. That we, the Town Council of the City of Limerick, regard such a right 
vesting the fee-simple of these premises in a private individual without any 
trust or obligation whatsoever to the public as a grievance, particularly having 
regard to the fact that the Catholic ratepayers of this City and County found 
practically all the funds by which they were erected. 

11. That we claim that these premises should be given back to the local 
authorities of the City and County to be held by them for purposes of public 
utility, especially educational, or at least that the right of preemption should 
be given to these Bodies. 

12. That your Petitioners therefore pray that the said Scheme may be laid 
before Parliament as provided by the twenty-fourth section of the above cited 
Act. 

And your Petitioners will ever pray.

Whereas the Right Honorable Gerald FitzGibbon and the Right 
Honorable William O’Brien, the Judicial Commissioners constituted under 
the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, have, in virtue of the 
powers conferred upon them by the said Act and the Acts continuing the 
same, and of every other power enabling them in that behalf, framea and 
signed under their hands a Scheme relating to the Educational Endowments 
of and belonging to the Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School, which 
Scheme is annexed to this Order : 

And whereas the time limited by the said Act3 for exercising the powers 
of making and approving this Scheme has been duly extended, upon special 
cause shown, with reference to the above-mentioned Endowments, by Orders 
of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, dated, respectively, March 30, 1893, and 
December 23, 1893, in pursuance of the 38th section of the first-mentioned 
Act : 

And whereas all the conditions in regard to the said Scheme, which are 
required to be fulfilled by the said Acts to enable the said Scheme to be 
provisionally approved, have been fulfilled : 

Now therefore. We, the Lords Justices General and General Governors 
of Ireland, by and with the advice and consent of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council in Ireland, do by this Order, pursuant to the 24th and 38th sections 
of the first-mentioned Act, declare provisionally our approbation of the 
aforesaid Scheme, and the same is hereby provisionally approved.

EDUCATIONAL ENDOWMENTS (IRELAND) COMMISSION. 


Scheme framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 
1885, for the future government and management of the 
Endowments heretofore belonging to certain Diocesan Schools, 
and to Banagher Royal School. 


Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in Ireland in the twelfth year of 
the reign of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth, entitled “ An Act for the Erection 
of Free Schools,” it was provided that there should be a Free School in every 
Diocese in Ireland, the School-house to he built at the costs and charges of the 
whole Diocese, and the stipend of the Schoolmasters to be paid and contributed 
by the Ordinary, Parsons, Vicars, Prebendaries, and other ecclesiastical persons 
of the Diocese, in certain proportions : 

And whereas Free Schools for the Dioceses of Leighlin, Meath, Ardagh, 
Limerick, and Tuarn, were established under the said Act at Carlow, Trim,. 
Longford, Limerick, and Tuam, respectively : 

And whereas, by an Act of Parliament passed in the fifty-third year of the 
reign of His Majesty King George the Third, cap. 107, entitled “ An Act for the 
appointment of Commissioners for the regulation of the several Endowed 
Schools of public and private foundation in Ireland,” it was provided that, for 
the purpose of maintaining such Diocesan Free Schools as aforesaid, it should 
be lawful for the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, thereby constituted, 
to declare that any two or more adjoining Dioceses should be united into one 
District, and that the Free Schools of such Dioceses should be consolidated 
into one Free School, to be kept in such manner as the said Commissioners 
should direct : 

Diocesan School And whereas the said Commissioners, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
for Leighlin and them by the last-mentioned Act, directed lhat the Dioceses of Leighlin and 
Oasory. Ossorv should be united into one District, and that the Free Schools thereof 

should be consolidated into one Free School to be kept at or near the town of 
Carlow ; and the said Free School was carried on in the said town of Carlow 
until the year 1854, when the School-house had become ruinous, and the School 
was closed ; and, in the year 1857, the School-house was sold by the said, 
Commissioners to the Town Commissioners of Carlow for the sum of £200,, 
which was invested in the purchase of £223 9s. lOd. Government stock : 

And whereas, after the sale of the said School-house, a Diocesan Free School 
was re-opened and carried on at Carlow in premises procured for the purpose, 
and the dividends on the said sum of stock were from time to time paid to the 
Rev. D. H. Scott, fhe Master of the said Diocesan Free School, until the year 
1873, when the said Rev. D. H'. Scott retired, and the said School was finally 
closed ; and the dividends on the said sum of stock have since been received 
and accumulated by the Commissioners of Education ; and the said stock and 
the accumulations thereof are now represented by the sums of Government 
stock and cash specified in the First Schedule hereto, Part I. : 
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of the powers aforesaid, Diocese School 

directed that the Dioceses ot Meath and Ardagh should be united into for Meath and 
one District, and that the Free Schools thereof should be consolidated into Arda S h - 
one tree School to be kept at the Town of Mullingar, and a Free School was 
opened at Mullingar accordingly, in premises procured for the purpose : 


And whereas, for the purpose of creating a fund for the building of a new 
School-house at Mullingar, the School-houses in which the Free Schools of the 
said Dioceses had been carried on at Trim and at Longford were sold for the 
sum of £3S0 ; and in the year 1832, the sum of £200 was presented by 
the Grand Jury of the County of Meath, for the purpose of aiding the 
building of the said new School-house, but no such School-house was° ever 
built, and the moneys aforesaid were invested by the said Commissioners 
in Government stock, and the dividends thereon were and still are received 
by them : 


And whereas the dividends on the moneys invested as aforesaid were paid 
from time to time to the Master of the said Diocesan Free School at Mullingar : 


And whereas, in the year 1866, the Rev. E. Geoghcgan, the Master of the 
said Diocesan Free School died, and the School was closed, and the dividends 
on the said stock have since been received and accumulated by the Com- 
missioners of Education ; and the said stock and the accumulations thereof are 
now represented by the sums of Government stock and cash specified in the 
First Schedule hereto, Part II. : 

And whereas the School-house in which the Diocesan Free School was estab- Diocesan School 
lished at Tuam as aforesaid, became ruinous, and the site thereof was sold, and for Tuam. 
the proceeds of the sale were invested by the said Commissioners in the 
purchase of £558 Is. lid Government stock : 

And whereas, after the sale of the said School-house, a Diocesan Free 
School was opened and carried on at Tuam in premises procured for the 
purpose, and the dividends upon the said sum of £558 Is. lid stock were 
from time to time paid to the Rev. Henry C. Murphy, the Master of the said 
Diocesan Free School, until the year 1880, when the said Rev. Henry C. 

Murphy retired, and the said School was closed ; and the dividends on the 
said stock have since been received and accumulated by the Commissioners 
of Education, and the said stock and the accumulations thereof are now repre- 
sented by the sums of Government stock and cash specified in the First 
Schedule hereto, Part III. : 

And whereas the School-house in which the Free School for the Diocese of Diocesan School 
Limerick had been established fell into ruin, and in the year 1337 a new 
School-house was erected by the Commissioners of Education on the site at Kilfenora. 
Roxborough Road in the City of Limerick, particularly described in the First 
Schedule hereto. Part IV"., at a cost of £1,672 15s. 4 d. y of which the sum of 
£1,640 was presented by the Grand Juries of the County and County of the 
City of Limerick ; and in the same year a Free School for the Dioceses of 
Limerick, Killaloe, and Kilfenora was established in the said School-house : 


And whereas, at the dates of the passing of the Irish Church Act, 1869, and 
of the Irish Church Act Amendment Act, 1872, the Rev. Dr. Hall was Master 
of the said Diocesan Free School ; and in the year 1872 the said Rev. Dr. 
Hall commuted and compounded for his life interest, under the provisions of the 
said Acts, and discontinued the said School, but continued to occupy the said 
School-house until his death : 


And whereas, in the year 1874, the Rev. James FitzGerald Gregg, Incumbent 
of Trinity Church, Limerick, entered into negotiations with the said Rev. 
Dr. Hall for obtaining possession of the said School-house, and applied to the 
said Commissioners of Education to let or sell the school premises to him : 
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And whereas, while the said negotiations were still pending, the said Rev. 
Dr. Hall died, leaving Mary Anne Hall, his widow and personal representative, 
in possession of the said school premises, and on Novembers, 1874, the said 
Mary Anne Hall, in consideration of £20, granted by deed all her estate and 
interest in the said school premises, and gave up the possession thereof, to the 
said Rev. James FitzGerald Gregg, who thereupon entered into and has since 
had possession of the said premises, and has established and carried on therein 
a Boarding and Daily School for poor female children : 

And whereas, from January 1, 1880, the said Rev. James FitzGerald Gregf 
became tenant of the said premises, from year to year, to the said Commis- 
sioners of Education at a rent of £20 per annum, under an accepted proposal 
in writing dated December 18, 1879, and has since held the said premises 
as tenant to the said Commissioners upon the terms stated in the said proposal: 

Banagher "Royal And whereas King Charles I., by Letters Patent dated September 16, 

ScllooL 1629, granted to the Sovereign Burgesses and Free Commons of the 

borough and town of Banagher, in the 'King’s County, and to their succes- 
sors tor ever, the lands particularly described in the Second Schedule 
hereto, hereinafter referred to as the Banagher Royal School Estate, 
to the use of such Schoolmaster as the Lord Deputy or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, for the time being, should appoint to reside 
and teach in the said town of Banagher ; and for want of such Schoolmaster, 
then to the use of the said Sovereign and Burgesses and their successors for 
ever, towards the maintenance of a Free School in the said town, and of such 
Schoolmaster or Schoolmasters as they should appoint to teach School there, 
until another Schoolmaster should be appointed by the Lord Deputy or other 
Chief Governor or Governors aforesaid, and then to the use of such School- 
master or Schoolmasters for ever : 

And whereas a Grammar School was afterwards established in a School- 
house taken upon lease subject to rent, at Banagher, in pursuance of the said 
Letters Patent, and was known as Banagher Royal School : 

And whereas, by the said Act, 53 George III., cap. 107, it was provided, 
amongst other things, that the Banagher Royal School Estate should be 
vested in the said Commissioners of Education and their successors for 
ever, and it was directed that such proportion as they should think proper of 
the rents and issues of the said estate should be applied for the use and benefit 
of the Schoolmaster of the said Banagher Royal School, and after payment of 
the salary of the Master, that such sum as should he deemed necessary should 
be applied in or towards the purchasing, procuring, building, enlarging, and 
repairing the School-house, with the grounds, appurtenances, and other 
necessary and useful accommodation : 

And whereas, in the year 1818, a sum of £298 18s. 9 d. was advanced out of 
the Consolidated Fund of Ireland to the Head Master of Banagher Royal 
School, for the purpose of enlarging and improving the said school premises, 
upon the terms that the said advance should be repaid by yearly instalments 
of £29 17s. 6c/., but the said instalments fell into arrear : 

And whereas, by the Act 3 George IV., cap. 79, the constitution of the said 
Commissioners of Education was altered, and it was provided, amongst other 
things, that whenever any residue should remain of the funds of any of the 
Royal Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, Raphoe, Cavan, Banagher, 
and Carysfort, after defraying the expenses therein mentioned, it should be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to cause such residue or such part thereof as 
they should deem sufficient, to be applied to the maintenance and improvement 
of any other or others of the said Schools : 

And whereas the said Commissioners of Education afterwards, from time 
to time, applied certain sums of money out of other funds in their hands, 
to the maintenance of the Banagher Royal School, and the sums so applied 
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■were entered in the accounts of the said Commissioners as advances to the 
Banagher Royal School, and the total amount due to the said Commissioners 
for principal money on foot thereof on December 31, 1892, was £306 12s. id. : 

And whereas, in pursuance of their powers in that behalf, the said Com- 
missioners of Education, by Resolution dated June 7, 1839, fixed the salary of 
the Schoolmaster of Banagher Royal School at the sum of £ 100 per annum : 

And whereas, on January 24, 1874, P. King Joyce, m.a., was appointed 
Hoad Master of Banagher Royal School, and performed his duties up to the 
date of the closing of the School hereinafter mentioned, and was paid his 
salary, by the said Commissioners, at the rate of £100 per annum, until 
the appointment of the Receiver hereinafter mentioned : 

And whereas, on July 5, 1889, an action was commenced by Her Majesty’s 
Attorney-General for Ireland against the said Commissioners of Education, 
claiming to have an account taken of what was due by the said Com- 
missioners on foot of the said sum of £298 18«s. 9d. so advanced out of the 
Consolidated Fund as aforesaid, and to have such sum as should be found due 
declared well charged upon the Banagher Royal School Estate, and to have a 
Receiver appointed over the said Estate ana all other the revenues of the 
said School : 

And whereas, by the Statement of Defence delivered in the said action on 
behalf of the said Commissioners on January 27, 1890, the said claim was 
admitted, and it was, amongst other things, submitted that the yearly salary 
of £100 payable to the Master of the said School was payable in priority 
to all other charges ; 

And whereas, by a consent in the said action, dated January 4, 1890, and 
signed by the Solicitors of the Plaintiff and the Defendant respectively, it 
was consented and agreed that the Plaintiff should be entitled to have judg- 
ment entered for a sum of £225 18s. 1 Id., and that the said sum should be 
declared to be well charged on the lands and revenues of Banagher Koyal 
School, but without prejudice to the rights (if any) of the Master of the 
School to priority in respect of his demand, and that it should be referred to 
the Land Judge to appoint a Receiver over the said lands and revenues, and a 
Receiver was appointed accordingly on January 13, 1890 : 

And whereas by Resolution dated January 4, 1890, the said Commissioners 
resolved to close the Banagher Royal School, and directed that notice of 
surrender of the premises in which the said School had been carried on should 
be given to the landlord thereof : 

And whereas on February 14, 1890, upon motion for judgment in the said 
action by the Attorney-General for Ireland, it was declared that the said sum 
of £298 18s. 9 d. was well charged upon the lands and estate belonging to the 
said School, and that the sum of £225 18s. 11 d. was due to the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury on foot thereof for principal money, but 
that no interest was payable in respect of the same, and it was ordered that the 
Receiver who had been appointed as aforesaid should be continued as such 
Receiver, and that the said Receiver (after payment of all prior outgoings due 
in respect of the said lands, and of the salary of the Head Master of the 
Banagher Royal School, as fixed by the Commissioners of Education in 
Ireland), should apply the rents, issues, and profits of the said lands in and 
towards payment of the said sum of £225 18s. llc£., and the Plaintiff’s costs 
in the said action, and, subject thereto, in payment of the Defendants costs in 
the said action, and the said rents, issues, and profits have since been applied 
accordingly : 

And whereas on June 24, 1890, in pursuance of the notice of surrender 
given as aforesaid, possession of the school premises was given to the landlord 
thereof, and the Banagher Royal School was closed ; 
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And whereas the said Commissioners of Education have been reconstituted 
by the Scheme No. 34, framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland} 
Act, 1885, and finally approved by Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 
dated May 22, 1S9L : 

And whereas all the properties aforesaid now constitute Educational Endow- 
ments within the meaning of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, 
and the said Act applies to the |ame ; 

And whereas it has appeared to the Commissioners under the said Act, after 
due inquiry, that, in order to secure and extend the usefulness of the said 
Endowments, provision should be made for the future government and manage- 
ment thereof, in manner hereinafter appearing : 

Therefore, from and after the date of this Scheme, being the day upon 
which the Lord Lieutenant shall by Order in Council declare his approbation 
hereof, the said several Endowments shall be held, governed, managed, and 
applied for the purposes, with the powers, under the conditions and provisions, 
and in the manner hereinafter set forth, and not otherwise, any previous Act 
of Parliament, Letters Patent, Statute, Charter, Scheme, Decree, Order, Deed, 
Will, Instrument, Trust, or Direction, relating to the subject-matter of this 
Scheme, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Prdirainary. 

Interpretation of 1 . For the purposes of this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires, 
Terms. the following terms shall be interpreted as follows : — 

“The Act” shall mean The Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

“The Commissioners” shall mean the Commissioners of Education in 
Ireland, incorporated under the hereinbefore recited Act, 53 George IK., 
cap. 107, as duly constituted for the time being. 

“Intermediate Education” shall mean Education in such subjects as may, 
from time to time, be included in the programme of the examinations held by 
the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland. 

“ The Endowments ” shall mean and include all the estate and interest 
of the Commissioners in the several lands, buildings, tenements, hereditaments, 
stocks, funds, securities, moneys, goods and chattels, described in the First and 
Second Schedules hereto ; and all rents interest dividends and income thereof, 
due or accruing, and all other the property, real or personal, at the date of this 
Scheme vested in or held or possessed by the Commissioners, or by any other 
person or persons, upon trust for or applicable to the purposes of the Diocesan 
Free Schools formerly existing at Carlow, Mullingar, Tuam, and Limerick, and 
the Banagher Royal School, hereinbefore mentioned, or any of the said Schools; 
and shall also include the proceeds of the sale of the estate and interest 
of the Commissioners in the lands buildings and premises described in the First 
Schedule hereto, Part IV., when sold as hereinafter directed. 

Trusts of the Endowments. 

Trusts of the 2. From and after the date of this Scheme, the Commissioners shall con- 

Endowments. tinue to hold the several Endowments, with all powers, rights and remedies | 
for the recovery thereof, and shall receive and apply the income and annual 
produce thereof respectively, subject to the conditions and provisions herein 
contained, and to all such rents, charges, rights, tenancies, easements, awl 
liabilities as at the date of this Scheme may lawfully affect the same, upon 
trust to promote Intermediate Education in the several localities mentioned 
in the Schedules hereto, being the localities to which the said Endowment* 
respectively belong. 

Application of the Endowments. 

Application ot 3. The Commissioners shall and may apply the interest, dividends, rents, 
the Endowmenti!. profits and other annual produce, of the several Endowments, to such and s o

many of the following purposes as they may from time to time deem most 
expedient tor the promotion of Intermediate Education in the several localities 
to which the said Endowments respectively belong : 

(<<•.) To aid Schools which are engaged in giving Intermediate Educa- 
tion in the said several localities, by giving grants towards the payment 
of teachers of Intermediate Schools, or the purchase of educational 
appliances required for giving Intermediate Education. 

(&.) To provide prizes or exhibitions, or to pay or contribute to tin; 
payment of school fees, for deserving pupils of Intermediate Schools 
within the several and respective localities aforesaid. These prizes 
and exhibitions may be awarded by competition, or by selection 
according to merit, or according to the results of the examinations held 
by the Intermediate Education Board, in such manner and subject to 
such conditions as the Commissioners may from time to time prescribe, 
so as to enable or aid or encourage such pupils as aforesaid to pursue a 
course of Intermediate Education, and to present themselves in the 
several and successive Grades at the examinations held by the 
Intermediate Education Board. 

(c.) To provide and accumulate a reserve fund, out of the capital 
whereof grants may be made to aid in establishing Intermediate 
Schools iu places within the several and respective localities aforesaid, 
where it may seem to the Commissioners likely that such Schools will 
prove permanently useful and successful. 

(cl.) To defray any expenses properly and necessarily incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of this Scheme. 

4. In making grants to Schools, and in distributing the funds, under this Diatritanion of

Sir, 

I am directed by the j udicial Commissioners to submit herewith, for the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, the Amended Scheme prepared by 
them for the future government and management of the above mentioned 
Endowments. This Scheme was remitted to my Commissioners on November 
15, 1893, with the following Declaration : — 

“ That they proceed to take further evidence of value as to the 
terms upon which the Rev. J. F. Gregg shall be at liberty to exercise 
his right of pre-emption of the premises of the Roxborough Road 
School, under the said Scheme.” 

The basis of the valuation contained in the Amended Scheme, when pre- 
viously submitted, was a Report and Estimate obtained from William M. 
Mitchell, R.H.A, the Architect of the Commissioners of Education, in whom 
the premises were vested. The Judicial Commissioners, before signing the 
Scheme, had carefully considered the matter, and for the reasons given in the 
Observations submitted by them to His Excellency on July 20, 1893 (to which 
they beg to refer), they were of opinion that the price fixed by the Scheme, 
viz. : — £831, fairly represented the value of the interest of the Commissioners 
of Education in the premises. The right of pre-emption, at a price to be 
fixed by valuation, was given to the Rev. J. F. Gregg in obedience to the 
Declaration of the Lora Lieutenant in Council, with which the Original 
Scheme was remitted on August 24, 1 892. 

Upon receipt ot the above-quoted Declaration of November 15, 1893, 
my Commissioners invited all the parties who appeared to bo interested in 
the matter, viz., the Rev. J. F. Gregg ; the Town Council of Limerick ; the 
Board of Control ; and the Governors of the Limerick Lunatic Asylum ; to 
submit any further evidence of value which they might desire to bring 
udder consideration. They also requested the Board of Control to inform 
them whether there was such a prospect of the premises being taken for the 
purposes of the Limerick Lunatic Asylum as ought to affect their estimated 
value; and, lastly, by permission of His Excellency and of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, they submitted a statement of the case, with copies of Mr. 
Mitchell’s Report and Estimate, to the Commissioner of Valuation, with a 
request that he would furnish an official valuation, to assist the Judicial 
Commissioners in giving effect to the Declaration of His Excellency. 

The Judicial Commissioners have since received the following further 
evidence of value : — 

No. 1. Report and Estimate, dated January 12, 1894, by R. Fogerty, C.E., 
Architect of the Representative Church Body for the Province of Munster, 
submitted by the Rev. J. F. Gregg, valuing the premises, alternatively, as a 
building site, at £604 10s. Od. , or partly as a School building and partly as 
building ground, at £600. 

No. 2. Report and Estimate, dated January 12, 1894, by Wm. E. Corbett, 
C.E., City Surveyor of Limerick, who examined the premises in company with 
Mr. James Browne, C.E., and estimated the value of the School-house, if 
divided into three dwellinghouses, at £948, and the remaining land as building 
ground at £286, which amounts to £1,236. If the plot were purchased by the 
Governors of the Lunatic Asylum he would add £200 to the above sum, 
making a total of £1,436. 

No. 3. Report and Estimate, dated January 12, 1894, by James J. F. 
Browne, O.E., Architect to the Board of Governors of the Limerick District 
Lunatic Asylum, who estimated the value of the School premises at £900, 
and the value of the plot of land at £400, making together £1,300, and stated 
“ that having regard to the want of room by the Governors of the Lunatic 
Asylum, the value to them would be at least £200 more,” making £1,500. 
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No. 4. Letter, dated January 9, 1894, from the Secretary to the Board of 
Control, &c., of Lunatic Asylums, etating that his Board, after careful consider- 
ation, had come to the conclusion that the place was not suitable for the 
purpose of being converted into a residence for the Medical Superintendent 
of the Asylum ; that — though the small area made the premises of compara- 
tively small importance as an addition to the grounds available for the labour 
and recreation, of the patients — “ it might be desirable to procure them, 
“provided they were in the market, and the Vendors were disposed to treat 
“ for their sale, on the basis of their value as pasture land or town parks,” 
but “ if the valuation already made by the Educational Endowments 
“ Commission, and set forth in the Scheme, is to be taken as any index, of the 
“ real value, it is obvious that the premises could only be bought for a sum 
“ far in excess of what the Board would be justified in giving. ' The letter 
further stated that the resolution of the Governors of the Asylum, requesting 
the Board to procure the premises, made no suggestion as to the amount of 
the purchase-money, and the Board knew nothing of the proposal to give 
£1,600, contained in the Objection to the Amended Scheme, which the 
Governors presented to His Excellency on April 4, 1893, and added — 
“ The Board of Control is in a position to inform your Commissioners 
“ that no such offer has been, or will be made by it, or with its sanction, 
“and that there is no other authority empowered to purchase lands for 
“ the use of a District Lunatic Asylum.” 

No. 5. Report and Estimate, dated January 15, 1894, by John G. Barton, 
Commissioner of Valuation, made in accordance with the request of the 
Judicial Commissioners, and of Her Majesty’s Treasury, with a detailed 
description, map, and valuation of the buildings and land, concurring with 
Mr. Mitchell’s estimate of the value of the buildings, viz., £400, increasing 
this, with a proposed curtilage, to £500, and valuing the residue as building 
ground at £374, upon an estimated rental of £l 9 6s. 0 d. per annum, calculated 
at twenty-two and a half years’ purchase, and deducting £60 for roads, &c., 
making the total £874, being only £43 more than the sum fixed by the 
Scheme. 

Copies of the several documents above referred to accompany this letter. 

Considering the condition of .’the buildings, their sanitary and structural 
disadvantages and defects, the large outlay which would he necessary to make 
the premises profitable, the speculative character of the elements of valua- 
tion, the conflicting estimates furnished by the interested parties, the close 
approximation of the estimates of the Architect of the Commissioners of 
Education, and the Commissioner of Valuation, and all the other matters 
appearing on the foregoing documents ; and also having regard to their 
own inspection of the premises, the Judicial Commissioners, upon careful 
consideration of the further evidence received by them, see no sufficient 
reason to alter the terms upon which the Amended Scheme provides that 
the Rev. J. E. Gregg shall be at liberty to exercise his right of pre- 
emption given in obedience to the Declaration of His Excellency. Therefore 
having revised the Scheme, they beg respectfully to re-submit it for the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, duly signed.

1. — Valuation by the Commissioner of valuation. 

Report on the Diocesan School Premises, Roxborough Road, Limerick. 


The premises consist of a school building and one 
acre one rood nineteen perches of land, the rateable 
valuation of which is £30. 

The house is two storeys high in addition to a 
basement. The walls and woodwork are sound ; the 
roof so weak as to be a source of danger to the in- 
mates. Its removal is a work which cannot long be 
postponed. 

There is a very spacious schoolroom on the ground 
floor, and a dormitory of equal size above it. These 
two rooms constitute a large proportion of the cubical 
contents of the house. 

The basement, very solidly constructed, seems for 
the most part to have been hewn out of the 
solid rock. The only means of draining it has been 
by a well sunk below the level of the foundations, 
at L on accompanying plan — and this well is now 
emptied by a hand pump. 

As this mode of drainage is quite inadequate, the 
basement is always damp. It is at present used for 
kitchens, lavatories, sei-vants’ apartments, and pan- 
tries, but its deficient light and excessive moisture 
render it unhealthy, and must sensibly detract from 
the value of the property. 

The sewage pipe referred to by Mr. Mitchell in his 
report is from r to G 011 annexed plan, and the tank 
is at G. 

For the purpose of valuation it would be necessary 
to apportion a curtilage to the school building, and 
this should obviously be taken in the direction of this 
sanitary scheme. 

A reference to plan will show that in order to 


arrive at a fair valuation it will be advisable to assign 
about one-half the area as a curtilage to the house 
While concurring with Mr. Mitchell’s estimate of 
the value of the buildings, viz., £400, I should 
increase this with proposed curtilage to £500.

Gentlemen, 

1. At the request of the Rev. J. E. Gregg, I have 
this day inspected the above premises, and have to 
report as follows : — 

2. There are, in my opinion, two methods of arriv- 
ing at a valuation of these premises (a) the first is as 
a building site, the school building being removed, (6) 
the other is by preserving the school building with 
sufficient curtilage, and valuing the remainder as 
building ground. 

3. (a) The frontage to the Roxborough Road is 
201 feet 6 inches, and I should value this at 3s. per 
foot, giving every consideration to the locality, as a 
building site ; this would come to £30 4s. 6 d. per 


annum as ground rent, and this I capitalize at twenty 
year3 purchase, £604 10s. 

4. I see by Mr. Mitchell’s valuation chat he pro- 
poses to cut up the plot : this could not he done, as 
the Corporation cannot take over a blind alley, an! 
the maintenance and cost of the drainage, which would 
be very great, would fall altogether on tie landlord. 

5. I am informed that the Poor Law Valuation of 
these premises when they were rated was £30. 

6. (6) With regard to the second plan of valuing 
the present school buildings, I find that the house is 
in a very dilapidated condition, one portion of the 
roof is sunk in the centre, and has to be supported by 
timbers from the ground floor up (put up, under the 
direction of Mr. Mitchell, for the Commissioners of 
Education), it would want renewal, the roof timbers 
being too light and decayed, consequently a very larg® 
expenditure will be necessary to put it and tbs 
sanitary and other requirements of the building to 
proper order. The woodwork (including sashes, doors, 
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floors, &e.) is much decayed. In addition there is no 
main drainage to connect the sewerage of the building 
with. The house depends at present on a cesspool at 
the far end of the field. 

7. Under these circumstances I consider the building 
is of little value except as a school-house, as it would 
take more to alter it into dwelling houses, than what 
would remain of the old building would be worth. 

8. A further drawback to the building is the want 
of drainage to command the lower story, as the public 
road drain if made would require to be sunk a con- 
siderable depth, and all in i-ock cutting ; so the lower 
story should be abandoned, and filled in, as it is at 
present dark, gloomy and damp, being only lighted by 
gratings from the ground outside. This would necessi- 
tate the building of an addition to form kitchen, &c., on 
ground level, if any alterations were made in the fabric. 


9. Valuing the building then as a school premises, 
I consider that the large expenditure necessary to put 
the house in proper order practically reduces its value 
to the cost of the masonry standing (see paragraph 61, 
this I value at £300. 

10. The remainder of the frontage — 100 feet then 
available for building purposes, I would value at £300, 
but if utilized for artisans’ dwellings it would con- 
siderably reduce the value of the School premises, if 
not destroy it for school purposes altogether.

Dear Sir, — I beg to state that on the 10th instant 
I visited and examined the Roxborough Road School 
and Ground, with Mr. William E. Corbett, c.E., City 
Surveyor, to report as to their present value. 

J consider that the Residence of the Manageress 
is in a fair condition of repair, it contains No. 3 
floors. The accommodation comprises — kitchen, 
pantry, and store-rooms in basement ; drawing-room, 
dining room, and study on ground floor ; bed-rooms, 
closets, and bath-room on upper floor. From my 
calculation I estimate the value of the house at 
£900. 

The plot of ground on which the School stands has 
a frontage of 200 feet, and a depth from front to rere 


of 310 feet, and contains 1^ statute acres; which at 
£20 ground rent, capitalized at 20 y.p., I would value 
at £400.

“ Roxborough Road Sohools.” 

Dear Sir, — I have to inform you that on the 10th 
inst., in company with Mr. James Browne, C.E., I 
visited and examined the Roxborough Road Schools. 
The plot of ground measures 200 feet by 310 feet in 
depth, between the boundary walls. The frontage of 
the Schools measures 86 feet, and the house is in fair 
repair except the roof over the School. Between the 
house and the railway grounds, there is a frontage of 
102 feet. 

I consider the School-room and porch at the end 
could be divided into two dwelling-houses, thus making 
three houses of the building, and on the frontage of 


the 102 feet, five dwelling-houses could bo erected, all 
haying ground in the rere, 190 feet in depth, by the 
width of each house. 

I estimate the value of the three houses at £948, 
and the frontage of 102 feet (to be let as building 
"round) at £286, which amounts to £1,234. 

° If the plot were purchased by the Governors of the 
Lunatic Asylum, I would add £200 to the above 
sum.

Limerick Lunatic Asylum. 


Sib, — R eferring to your letter of the 18th ultimo, 
I am directed to state that on the 2nd November last 
a Resolution was passed by the Governors of the 
Limerick District Lunatic Asylum requesting the 
Board of Control to procure the grounds and budding 
known as the “ Roxboro’ Road ” School with the view 
to their being converted into a residence for the 
Resident Medical Superintendent of the Institution. 
The Board, after careful consideration, have come to 
the conclusion that the place is not suitable for this 
purpose, upon the ground that the apartments of the 
Medical Superintendent in the case of every Distinct 
Lunatic Asylum ought to be in the Asylum itself, or 
so close to it as to form practically part of the same 
building. 

The Board has also considered, in connection with 
the Resolution of the Governors, whether it would be 
advisable to acquire the premises as au addition to the 
grounds now available for the labour and recreation 
of tbe patients, a substantial enlargement of which 
would be an undoubted advantage. The Board is of 
opinion that although this small area (five roods and 
a quarter, statute measure) makes them of compaTa- 
-tivelv small importance for this purpose, it might be 


desirable to procure them, provided they were in the 
market, and the vendors were disposed to treat for 
their sale on the basis of their value as pasture land 
or townparks. The Board, however, presumes that 
there is no prospect of this; and if the valuation 
already made by the Educational Endowments Com- 
mission, and set forth in the Scheme referred to in 
your letter, is to be taken as any index of the real 
value, it is obvious that the premises could only fo 
bought for a sum far in excess of what the Board 
would be justified in giving. 

Under these circumstances the Board have thought 
it useless to have any independent valuation made or 
to take any further steps in the matter. 

The resolution of the Governors made no suggestion 
as to the amount of tho purchase money, and the 
Board knows nothing of the proposal to give A1,€00 
referred to in your letter ; but the Board of Controls 
in a position to inform your Commissioners that no 
such offer has been or will be made by it or with its 
sanction, and that there is no other authority em- 
powered to purchase lands for the use of a District 
Lunatic Asylum. — I am, sir, your obedient servant,
